This will aid in 
preventing pyclitis, particularly

DIAPER RASH 


Another compUcation of the 
diarrhoea is diaper rash, an .in- 
flammation of the skin due to 
‘the formation of ammonia on 
the diapers, Prompt changing 
of the diapers and keeping the 
skin covered with a protective 
ointment may be helpful in this 
connection. : 

Of course, whenever a baby 
has diarrhoca, Immediate treat- 
ment by the physician is im- 
portant as dhe diarrhoea may 
become a serious disturbance.

It was established under the

The Acheson plan called upon 
each member’ nation. to reserve 
part of fits national forces for 
possible use by the United 
Natlons to meet any aggression. 

The Committeo met for the 
first {ime today‘ since it was 
‘brought into belng by the 
General Assembly Inst autumn, 

The countries represented on 
the ttee were: Australia, 
Belgium, Brazil, Buzma, 
Canada, Egypt, France, Mexico, 
-the Phillppines, Turkey, Britain, 
the United States, Venezuela 
and Yugoslavia. 

Mr Bancroft said that in the 
United States’ view the Com- 
mittee’ had to study and 
develop interim arrangements 
for the ‘collective use of the 
forces which member nations 
had been asked'to reserve. 


. BALANCED SYSTEM 


“These ‘arrangements,” he 
said, “should be capable ‘of im- 
mediate application. and should 
be formulated as promptly as 
possible so that if the need for 
collective action were to arise 
in the near future the im- 
provising that was necessary in 
the Korean case would be 
substantially reduced.” = .°.

NY COTTON 
MARKET 
CONFUSION 


‘Now York, Mar. 5, 

Cotton traders became hope- 
ful that trading {in the futures 
market will be under way again 
before the end of this week. 

The Government's week-end 
announcement placing a basic 
celling of 45.76 cents a pound 
for cotton piled tonfusion upon 
confusion [n— the trade, - but 
optimists hoped that the situa- 
tion could be sufficient!y clarificg 
over the next day or two, 

Meanwhile, the price ceiling 
decision aroused considerable 
hostility among cotton State 
Congressmen, * cotton shippers 
and other: trade Interests, They 
indicated their Intention to carry 
fhe fight into the. Congress 
when the time comes to rewrite 
the Price Control Law before its 
expiration on June 30, 

A Democratle representative, 
Mr John McMillan of South 
Carolina, stated that the protest

British: tin interests today described the 


week-end attack on Commonwealth tin. producers 


by the United States ‘Senate Preparedness Sub- 
Committee. as “patently absurd.” 

They declared that “it would fool nobody.” 
The Committee called upon the United . States 
Government to stop buying tin from the stockpile 


until Britain ‘and other non-Communist countries 


had agreed to end the “gouging” of American tax- 


payers by tin mine owners and 
The Committee contendéd t 


speculators. : 
t tin prodncess 


appeared more concerned about’ the prospects of 
future unsaleable tin surpluses than with “the 


spectre of Conimunist aggression.” 


It proposed that the tn 
markets in Singapore, London 
and New York de closed and that 
stable prices should be 
negotiated among governments. 

A-spokesman for a leading. tin 
organisation here sald that the 
Senate Sub - Committes had 
completely ignored the fact that 
American stockpiling . was 
elmost entirely responsible for 
the present price of tin. 

The United States now: hos 
the equivalent -of seven years’ 
reserve of tin metal yot the 
Sub-Committee says that the 
producers are concerned with 
the prospect of “future sur- 
pluses, he continued. 

“Perhaps the producers fear 
the collapse of a vital Industy 
‘that would open the door to 
Communism in Malaya 
eleewhere.” 

The tin situation, 
with rubbet and wool, 
largely the result of American 
reluctance to conclude. regulating 
agreements. At six major mecl- 
ings of the Tin Study Group 
nothing had been accomplished, 

At Geneva last October the 
United States representatives 
proposed a fixed price for tin 
of 75 cents a pound, or about 
£000 a ton when the world 
‘price was already 125 cents a 
pound, or- £1,000 a ton. 2 

AN EXAMPLE 

The. American view of the 
use of the proposed buffer stock 
purely as a means of replen{sh- 
ing their stockpile was another 
example of their attitude.’
